It is owned by the Avery 
family. This singular salt deposit is 
sufficiently unknown to bear the light 
f a more thorough investigation tliini 
it has had. The deposit is pure crystal 
salt.

March Harper's Is one of Ablwy's niiiv< 
pictures, illustrating u Sunday phase u 
tin- good old days ol our grandmothers. 
It is called "Tlie J)ay of Kest." In one 
corner of the high pew a young woman 
and her Htuiill hoy are peacefully slum 
bering, while the worthy pastor stretch- 
es out his discourse. The spirit and 
aspect of life in the 18lh century, as ad- 
mirably represented in this drawing, in 
pleasantly described in "The Editor's 
Kasy Chair," by (Jem-go William Curtis. 
An entertaining article on "Duelling in 
Paris" is one of the strong features of 
this number. It is written by a Parisi- 
an authority, Theodore Child, and is 
capitally illustrated hy a Parisian artist, 
fleuri Dupray. Mr. Child claims that 
"never has the rapier liven held in high- 
er honor in Fnuice than at the present 
day; never hits the art of fencing been 
taught with more science, and learned 
with greater avidilv; and perhaps never 
since the time of Itichclieu and the 
Fronde has duelling been more common 
in France. 
In spite of the successive 


ami severe edicts .if Henry IV., Cardi- 
nal Kiehelieu, and Louis XIV., in spite 
of tho eloquent condemnation of Kos- 
seait and Voltaire, in spite of the pro- 
hibiiion of law and of religion, duelling 
has remained since tho sixteenth centu- 
ry, not only tolerated, but approved liy 
public opinion." The explanation of 
this eliaracteristiedistinguishing France 
from all other nations, is said to lie the 
proverbial sensitiveness of the French 
sense of honor, the survival of tbe com- 
bative phase of chivalry, and tho na- 
tional trait to which Montaigne refer- 
red when lie wrote, "Put three French- 
men together in the deserts of Libya, 
and before a month has passed they will 
he tearing each other's eyes out." 
Tho 


modern French code of honor is men- 
tioned which allows the slightest of- 
fence to provoke a duel, and makes a 
fight, with rapiers or pistols obligatory 
upon every journalist and politician.— 
Gambetta's famous duel with SI. Do 
Fotirtou is for the first time fully and 
faithfully narrated. One of the illus- 
trations represents tho actual scene of 
exchanging pisiol-shots at thirty paces, 
and another shows (Jambetta shooting 
sparrows from his window on lhe.morn- 
injr of the contest. A droll incident, 
illustrated by a full-page engraving, is 
the celebrated duel in the raiu between 
the critic Sainl-lleuve and tho journal- 
ist M. Dnbois, in which Saint-Iioiivo in- 
sisted upon holding up his uir.brclla as 
well as his pistol, saying, "lam (juitc 
really to bo killed, but.
